Currants. 

A row of currant Imahea ii n good 
thing to have, nml reipilrea but little care, 
yet that care should be bento wed at the 
right time. If you have the buslien, now 
I** tlie time to give them a little attention. 
Go through them carefully, cut out all the 
canea which have been broken down by 
allow and Ice nml a large part of the wood 
which la more than two yeara old. A 
few week a later when the lenvea begin to 
develop, give the btiahea a good sprinkl¬ 
ing of aolutlon of hellebore (a quarter 
pound to one gallon of water), nml you 
are practically Inatired against currant 
worma and a good crop of currant*. 

Keep the Family Interested. 

A family, with a modest house sur¬ 
rounded by an acre of good soil, even 
where the work has to be performed by 
members of the family who are occupied 
during the long hours of the day at vari¬ 
ous occupations, will produce almost 
everything used In the family. An acre 
of ground thoroughly well cultivated, 
w ith n little chicken yard ns an adjunct, 
will reduce In a very material wav the ex¬ 
penses of the family. 

Preventing Milk Fever. 

Milk fever can be prevented very easily 
by milking the cow regularly before she 
drops her calf. If she Is usually a heavy 
milker she should be as regularly milked 
for a few weeks before parturition as she 
is after. 

Begin the milking nt least two weeks 
before the date of the 10 tval of the calf. 
During the first week once each day Is 
sulllclent, but the last week she should be 
milked both night and morning. - Journal 
of Agriculture. 

The Manure Heap. 

Though by fermentation nml forking 
over the manure is made line and soluble, 
it must not he overlooked Hint the process 
Is a gradual one, and hence every ruin 
that saturates the heap carries downward 
the soluble parts ns soon as the manure 
Is decomposed. The jet-black liquid that 
Mows off from the heap is the richest of 
the farm, and as it passes away the ready 
plant food which is dissolved In It is lost, 
leaving behind a muss ol matter, often 
supposed to be tlie most valuable because 
of its bulk, but w hich really is not worth 
thu labor of hauling to the Held. I’nlcsa 
the manure, therefore, be carefully pre¬ 
served, it will be valueless. It should he 
protected from drenching rains and the 
influence of heat from the direct rays of 
tin* sun. Plenty of absorbent material 
should lie added to absorb the volatile 
matter, and water is also beneficial to the 
heap, provided that il does not drench or 
flow off. 

Charred Corn For Fowls. 

Corn burnt on the cob and the refuse— 
which consists almost entirely of the 
grains reduced to charcoal and still re¬ 
taining their perfect shape - placed before 
fowls, Is greedily eaten by them, with a 
marked Improvement in their health 
Tills Is shown by the brighter color of 
their combs, and their sooner producing 
a great averuge of eggs to the flock than 
ever before. 

Save the Slop*. 

The best place for all kinds of slop, 
soapsuds, etc , is 011 the manure heap. D 
is uu advantage to keep manure some¬ 
what damp (not wet) and w hen all refuse 
matter is added to tlie heap the manure 
will be better than when kept dry. If the 
manure in the licup is turned over once or 
twice during the winter and the coarser 
portions thrown to the bottom, decompo¬ 
sition of the mass will be more uniform, 
while the addition of the soapsuds, etc., 
will prevent loss of ammonia

Hamilton, Bermuda, March 2 !». lt)07. 

My Dear Hawes: 

My last letter was from the frigid cli¬ 
mate of Newfoundland, and now, in a 
few days, to be transported to a delight¬ 
ful country of roses, lilies and native 
stinw berries, seems almost Incredible. 

We left 11 oil fax. Nova Scotia, March 
-3J, in a howling bli/./.ar«l, everybody 
mnfiled up to the • ars, so intense was the 
cold. After one day's sail we struck the 
gulf stream anil for twenty-four hours 
the steamer was tossed about like a chip. 
No pen can describe the fury of the 
waves in that stretch of three hundred 
miles. Mountains of w ater would dash, 
ill Immense waves, against the ship and 
roll and toss It about like a cockle shell. 
Almost everybody on board was seized 
w ith “mal tie mar," the dreaded sea-sick¬ 
ness," but I am proud to say thut, lu com¬ 
pany with the captain, purser and one o r 
two other passengers, your humble ser¬ 
vant was present at every meal, although 
at times it was almost impossible to con¬ 
vey our food t<» our mouths, so violently 
did the steamer roll about. 

On the 2(U!i we sighted (libbs light at 
the entrance of Bermuda linrbor, and 
from heavy winter clothing we were 
obliged to hastily dot) light flannel or 
duck suits. 

Bermuda is called “The land of Pieces,’’ 
there being 3<53 islands in the group 
The entrance to the harbor of Hamilton, I 
Bermuda, Is a dream of delight. When 
the weather Is clear one can see the coral 
reefs on the bottom of the harbor, and the 
variety of colors in the water range from 
light blue to dark green and reflects tile 
color of the sky, nud is a sight that once 
seen can never be forgotten. The city Is 
built of blocks of coral that resembles 
Quincy granite, except that it Is lighter in 
color. After the houses arc built, they 
are whitewashed wilh a native sand and 
give one the Impression thut the city is 
built of loaf sugar Fverylhing Is white, 
white, white; houses, streets, “et al." 
The air is clear and pure and full of the 
odor of roses und lilies, and this city is 
truly one of “God's garden spots" aud 
any tourist coining here worn out and de¬ 
sirous of obtaining rest ami quiet, would 
speedily forget that they ever had such a 
thing as “nerves," so calm, quiet and rest¬ 
ful is the atmosphere. The points of In¬ 
terest for tourists are Innumerable nml 
the drives are magnificent. 

My wife und I are enjoying excellent 
health and we topped oil' our dinner to¬ 
day with u luscious dish *»f native straw¬ 
berries. We go from here to Uridgclow n, 
Barbadoes, thence to Porl-of-Spaln, Trini¬ 
dad, and Georgetown, Demarura, in the 
British West Indies, nud I will be pleased 
to send u short letter from each of these 
places. Our trip by boat will be over 
H.OOQ miles from Halifax and return, no 
we will have an excellent opportunity of 
getting acquainted with “Old Septum 
before we get home 

Iu dosing I wish to say that it is a Joy 
to spend a season in this licalth givlug 
clime and I am only sorry my Weymouth 
friends cannot be here to enjoy it with 
me for this Is a heaven on earth.

The palm resembles the hayo | 
net variety, hut Instead of the long, 
sharp sabers springing from the • enter 
of the palm and reaching upward in 
the way they happen to come th** cork 
screw palm has Its spikes Joined to¬ 
gether at the heart, and they form n 
winding row from the Imse to the top. 

It Is said that these palm leaves Inva¬ 
riably wind themselves like n cork¬ 
screw, from right to left, going up, hut 
occasionally freak plants have been 
noticed where flu* direction was re¬ 
versed. This Is. however, it very rare 
occurrence. The corkscrew palm Is 
purely decorative. It grows ton height 
of from six to ten feet mid reaches ii 
diameter of four to six. It takes sev¬ 
eral years, even iu a tropical country, 
where all pin lit and animal life ma¬ 
tures rapidly, for one of these curious ' 
palms to grow to fall height.

Less 
capital may he required with poultry, but 
It must he judiciously expended, or a Ins* 
can result n* rosily a* from any other 
source. Experience Is of more value than 
capital In poultry raising 

Keep Out the Cold Draugh't. 

As long ns cold draughts enter the stable 
the animals will demnnd sulllcient food to 
create more animal heat ns a protection. 

If the live stock can be kept warm less 
food will be necessary. When straw Is 
passed through the fodder cutter nnd 
used in the stalls it shuts nut the draughts 
along the floor and prevents loss of 
warmth, ns well as sen log n- an excellent 
absorbent. 

Strawberries. 

There is one advantage iu growing 
strawberries In preference to other fruits, 
which Is that less capital Is required and 
the crops come sooner 1’lunts set out 
this spring w ill send out i miners and form 
malted rows full of berries next year. I f 
kept clean, the rows will give two or 
three crops, with a partial crop after the 
bed Is old. The proper mode, however, 
is to make a new bed each year, a* the ' 
eost i- but little comparatively. 

The Joy of Owninq Land. 

There Is a distinct joy In ow ning land, 
unlike that whicli you have iu money, iu 
houses, in hooks, pictures or any thing 
else which men have devised. Person’ll 
property brings you Into society with 
men.

Destruction of Rubbish. 

One of the most necessary things that 
a gardener should do about this time is to 
gather up and destroy, best by lire, every¬ 
thing iu the shape of waste ami rubbish 
that lies about on the premises. The time 
for general ‘•housecleaning'* in the garden 
Is just before winter. These rubbish piles 
are congenial harboring places for all 
soils of insects, uud if we carry all this 
sitin' together in heaps, most of the In¬ 
sects with them, there will be far less 
trouble from that source next year. If 
you have your eyes open when picking 
old weeds, pieces of hoards, old decayed 
crate stuff, barrel hoops and staves, etc., 
you will And a good many of the large, 
black squash bugs and you can do good 
work now in lessening the number of 
those who w inter over successfully and 
breed trouble again next summer. Many 
other Insects, even If not so conspicuous, 
can now be destroyed. Leave no old 
vines of uny kind, old cabbage stalks, 
etc., to remain as u shelter for insect 
foes. Let all such stuff go upon the rub¬ 
bish heap to he burned up. 

Cutting Potatoes for Planting. 

In regard to cutting potatoes a very 
large number of experiments have proved 
that whole potatoes are best for warm, 
high land, and for very early potatoes 
they w ill not only yield enough more to 
puy the cost of the seed, lint w ill produce 
u crop from a week to ten days earlier ' 
than cut potatoes, which will sometimes 
make a difference in price of from ft) cents 
to $1 per bushel But on rich, moist 
lands the difference between whole and 
cut potatoes is not so great.

Tho Juggle*- Before the Fiery Furnace 
Mutt Have Skill end Strength and 
De.tor.ly—Tha Ftatlan.ng and Clean- 
ing Procecs. 

lit different 1 >xvns In the gas licit of 
Kansas there ,u\* great factories where 
xvlndoxv glass is made. It is an Inter , 
estlng prms*ss. 

Entering th * factory, xve w*«* great 
Bins of sand, carbon and Unto mixed 
together lu a Hue powder ready to Be 
dumped by n Hxvlnglng crane, 2 ,»d 
pounds at a time, Into the crucible or 
tank of melting RlflM nottf by. At 
hand also are heaps *>f Broken glass — 
tin* trimmings nnil debris of the fac¬ 
tory*. These are also melted up uud 
used again. 

The furnace lire, fed by gas, glows to 
n brilliant white. 

The crucibles of baked clay are bath¬ 
ed lu this bent of 2 .S 00 degrees. Into 
these crucibles a placid Hclginn loads 
from time to time the mixture of sand, 
carbon ami lime until, xvhen incited, It 
makes 000 tons of molten glass. It Is 
this molten glass nt the other end of 
the furnace that the Blowers lake out 
on their bloxvplpes t*» use. The Hel- 
gian xvonrs smoked glasses to protect 
Ills eyes from the tlery light. 

Passing to the other end of tho fac¬ 
tory xv here the bloxvcrs arc, you fool ns 
if np|>roar!iiug n great stage prepared 
for sonic highly spectacular scene. 

Tin? dozen terrible furnaces throw n 
brilliant light across the lloor, but oust 
strange Bobbing and crouching shud- 
oxvs up among the dark rafters. There 
Is no talk. Hreath Is precious Where It 
Is used to make xvlndoxv glass. Scan¬ 
tily dressed men hurry here nnd there, 
carrying great xvnds of soft glass so 
xvltlle ns to throw out ti slight violet 
glow. 

Each mnn la n clear cut, rosy silhou¬ 
ette against a dark background if you 
see the fum,ice side of him or a shunt. 
Black silhouette against n light back¬ 
ground If lie stands between you nnd 
the furnace. 

Possibly the most picturesque part of 
it nil Is the place where the blower 
takes tin* lump of glass xvlth Its cavity 
possibly eighteen Inches long nnd skill¬ 
fully Increases that cavity By further 
lullatlng It xvlth 1 , 1 s Breath until It is 
fully as large as himself. 

IK* stands Before the open door of n 
furnace. A swinging screen is be- 
txveen him nnd the lire. The screen is 
notched, ou xvlilch he may rest his 
hloivplpc xvltli Its loug glass weight at 
the end. 

Hunting the cylinder so, he may push 
it Into the tlery furnace if it has grown 
bliirlitly hard or By a movement draxv 
it out again. 

The melted glass is taken By n man 
called u "gatherer” on the end of n 
blowpipe—that Is, a hollow- crowbar- 
like instrument. The mass of soft 
glass to Bo xvorked weighs perhaps 
Ilf ty or sixty pounds. Thu blower in¬ 
jects air by bloxving tlirougli ills pipe 
Into the middle of it I t inflate It like 
a Balloon, except that the ho Hoxv glass 
Is much longer than xvldo and looks 
like a inonstrus bottle live feet long 
dangling by Its nock from the end of 
the bloxvjripo. 

In manipulating the glass the ’ lower 
must keep the huge bottle suspended 
nnd moving almost constantly, and for 
this a long opening Into the basement 
is made in the lloor before him. Hen.* 
he sxviugs back and forth his great 
six foot blowpipe xvlth six feet more of 
glass at the cud. Noxv nnd then ho 
twirls it gayly upward nnd, resting it 
on the screen, swings it lightly into the 
tire, blows u little perhaps and Before 
you kuoxv it has It Back doxvu in the 
o|teuing in the lloor, swinging it skill¬ 
fully Back and forth, twirling it light¬ 
ly, as though It did not Weigh, blow¬ 
pipe and all. something like seventy 
pounds. 

Just before the glass becomes too 
hard to manage the blower, by one of 
those simple twists xvlilch lie is paid 
good xvages for kuoxving hoxv to do, 
manages to cause a hole to njipcnr in 
the Inittom of the bottle, and it widens 
uud xvldeus for u minute until there is 
no Bottom to the Bottle. A helper then 
takes the Bloxvjripo xvltli the noxv hard 
ttottoinlcss Bottle and carefully Breaks 
off the one front the other. 

Along comes tho “sna|*|ter," xvho 
winds a little string of soft redhot 
glass around our Big Ijottlo at Just the 
point whore the sides Begin to narrow 
toward the neck. A little rap on tho 
glass, and the neck drops oft’, cleaving 
n xvny in a perfect line just xvliero the 
redhot glass touched. We noxv have 
left u great perfect cylinder of glass 
live feet long and fourteen or eighteen 
Inches in diameter and xvclghlug about 
Hxty pounds, Blowpipe and all. 

As it lies on tho table another man 
reaches Into it with a redhot Iron look¬ 
ing like u poker, lie traces xvltli this 
redhot point a straight line on tin* side 
of the cylinder from end to end. and 
lit oucu the glass splits on that line. 
Noxv you have a cylinder xvlth a crack 
down one side, and you can readily 
see that If tin* cylinder can Be per¬ 
suaded to tlattcn out it xvill he a near¬ 
ly square sheet. 

Here comes a reckless I my xvlth u 
sjiriug pushcart. lie loads ten <>f these 
cylinders *>u, jtlnring each iu a festoon 
of txvo leather straps, xvlilch arc strung 
on springs, and away he goes full gal¬ 
lop doxvu a slight Incline to llu* great 
flattening room. There our cylinder 
xvill Be coaxed out flat By a gentle 
heating, great enough to soften but 
not enough to melt the glass. 

A great, loxv oven Is the flattening 
place. A I my lifts Into the oven on a 
traveling table one of the huge cylin¬ 
ders. You reinetiiliei* l* has Been cool¬ 
ed. H*» uoxv the end *>f the oven at j 
" Id' ll it cuter ; is not icry warm, But ! 
Il Is moved along By hidden inaeliltiery 
tlirougli greater ami greater heat until 
it finally rests on a smooth stone table 
lit a sertloji **f (In* oven m hot that the 
glass grows slightly soft and limp 
enough »<» that a man By rcucliiug Into 
the oven xvlth it long handled scrajter 
call easily smooth It out flat. 

When litis lias Been sticeessfully dutie, , 
the great revolving stone table on 
whlcli it ha< Been lying xvlillo flatten¬ 
ing xx heels It around to a cooler part 
i>t' the oven. 

It is given n little push nn 1 slides *>(T 
oil t<* an lr mi frame xvlilch travels 
•lowly through the set ions of the oven, 
growing gradually cooler and cooler. 
At the last end, sixty feet away, it Is 
cool enough to Be handled By a mail 
xvlth gloves, xvho stands the sheet of 
glass in a frame which *ll|*s it |».v nm 
chlncr y into a Bath iu tin- Baseuieiit of 
boiling water and muriatic and nitric 
at id This thoroughly ( leans the glass. 

(Jlass Blow* r are strong men. Like

"The hones or tin* tambo man or the 
Interlocutor or the matt that sings the 
sweet tyuor songs—every member of 
the troupe, in fact—may, I kuoxv, have 
to double iu something that is to say.

"Why. that’s an easy one,” said the 
other. "That’s a call for men xvho are 
musicians, from a factory that’s got n 
brass band made up out of men in the 
shops. 

"Some of the best knoxvn bands lu 
the country, or some of the bands best 
known in their parts, anyway, have 
been made up iu that xvny and have 
borne the names of the manufacturing 
establishments to xvlilch they belonged. 
Such bands give concerts and turn out 
in parades in their oxvn nnd iu neigh¬ 
boring to xvns. 

"Some of these factory bands of 
smaller cities nnd towns have been 
very good bands indeed, ns xx’ell they 
might be, xvlth good training, made uj> 
ns they have been of men selected 
from the hundreds, perhaps many hun¬ 
dreds, of employees engaged lu some 
great manufacturing concern, xvlth :t 
high class professional musician for 
leader and a fexv trained musicians for 
the leading instruments. 

"All over tin* country, in towns big 
nnd little, there are scattered local 
brass Bands innumerable and good and 
bad, great numbers of the players In 
these bands being not professional mu¬ 
sicians. But men engaged lu other reg¬ 
ular occupations xvho have n musical 
turn nnd, It may Be, musical skill, xvho 
take up the playing because they like 
it or perliajis for the protit there Is lu 
It. Some of these Bands are made up 
from the available material to Ih* found 
in the entire population of a town. 
Then there are college Brass Bands ttml 
school Brass bands uud shop brass 
hands, such Bands Being comjtoscd of 
players from among tho students or 
the xvorkers in the several institutions 
or shops in xvhich tin* Bands are form¬ 
ed."

Danructing In the Grecian City In tha 
Timo of Plato. 

til iv>fe r T cI i in kor'a “Life In 
Ancient Allien*" the outline u vi*.i this 
I'M n picture *u u typical banquet in 
tlutl city iu the tunc of Pluto; "When 
all niv iu place the servants come 
round with u vessel, from which they 
pour water over the hands of the 
guests There urn brought lu stnull 
tallies, light nml oruumeiitnl, one of 
which Is set down before enell couch 
for two persons, nud on these me 
placed Hie several dishes us they eonie 
iu order. The tables me lower than 
the conches, so that the right hand 
ran reach down easily to them. Knives ! 
nnd forks there me none. The food I* ! 
taken tip with the lingers. It h true 
that lu dealing with very soft foods j 
or gravlei or iu extracting things 
from sludl'i spoons were not unknown, 
but usually the lingers were assisted 
by pieces of bread hollowed out for 
the purpose. It Is clear that there was 
plenty of room for n •allies* und dainti¬ 
ness in handling food, mul it was no 
small ml vantage to have linger* not 
too sensitive. 

"There were no napkins. Portion* 
of soft bread, often especially prepared 
for the purpose, were used for wiping 
the lln .'ors nml were afterward thrown 
to tlu* dog* which might be present to 
cnteli them: but, apart from the dogs. 
It may be something of n shock to 
learn that the floor, which was, of 
course, without a carpet, was the re 
ceptuele for shells, bones, peelings and 
other fragmentwhich were, however, 
swept out at a given stage of the 
proceedings Conversation meanwhile 
must be general. The llrst half of din¬ 
ner consists of substmitials. particu¬ 
larly llsb mid birds, eels (if they could 
be goD, comparatively little meat (such 
as beef, lamb and p.irkt mul vegetables 
dressed to a degree of which we should 
hardly approve with oil, vinegar, honey 
and sauces. 

"During this part «*f the meal wine 
I* not drunk. The Athenians kept their 
drinking as separate as possible from 
their eating. Water Is then brought 
round again, hands are washed, the 
tables are carried out, the tloor Is 
swept, a eliniit Is sung to the accom¬ 
paniment of tin* tlutes, a libation of 
wine I* poured out t » the words ‘to the 
good genius' «.r Mo good health,' and 
the second part "f the banquet begins. 
The t ibles are brought in again, and 
what we call dessert was for this rea¬ 
son ealle l by the Athenians 'the sec¬ 
ond table ’ (in these are placed fruits, 
fresh and dried: salted almonds, sweet¬ 
meats. cheese and salt."
